I suggested 
that Wolf contact Stan Brand, General Counsel to the Clerk of the House, 
who has been studying the problem involving FOIA. 

Blakey, Cornwell, Wolf, Goldsmith, and Chellie Mason, all of the 
Select Committee staff, signed the new Secrecy Agreement to allow access 
to unsanitized documents. Other members of the staff will sign the 
Agreement as they require access,
